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Gayle Hutchinson reports 
on enrollment drop and 
university budget

Chico State President Gayle 
Hutchinson addressed crucial 
information currently facing the 
university during her State of the 
University Address. This included 
information on the university’s 
budget, strategic planning to 
accommodate student needs and a 
downfall in enrollment, as well as the 
introduction of a database centered 
on Chico State’s aid to Camp Fire 
survivors. 

For the 2020-2021 school year, the 
California State University requested 
an additional $648 million in funding 
to bring the total budget to $7.4 
billion. The approval by the state is 
expected to grant less than half of 
their proposal. 

Although California holds the 
strongest economy in the U.S. and the 
fiflh-largest economy in the world 
according to Business Insider, the 
trend of an expanding economy is 
not expected to last forever, which 


may leave the CSU system to painfully 
adjust. 

Putting the budget into perspective, 
Hutchinson showcased the current 
2019-2020 financial plan, sitting 
at nearly $250 million. Hutchinson 
explained that around 90% of that 
budget is used to compensate over 
2,000 staff and faculty of Chico State. 
Hutchinson continued to clarify that 
another $25 million goes to students’ 
financial aid and that tuition and 
fees only allocate roughly 4% of the 
operating funds. 

However, while fighting for a more 
substantial budget, Chico State has 
experienced an issue that universities 
across California have grappled to 
adjust to: for the eighth year straight, 
college enrollment has declined, 
Hutchinson explained. 

With the attractive offer of free 
tuition for two years from many 
community colleges, competition 
with the University of California 
system and the ripple effect of the 
Camp Fire, Chico State’s enrollment 
management has centered more 
attention on a new mission that 
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highlights inclusion, global 
engagement and sustainability. 

During the state of the university 
address, Hutchinson also spotlighted 
achievements from the Chico State 
community including an increase in 
graduates for the 2019-2020 school 
year, placement of homeless students 
into university housing and the 
raising of over $30,000 for housing 
by fraternities and sororities during 
Greek Week. 

Recognizing the changes that Chico 
State has undergone following the 
2018 Camp Fire, Hutchinson revealed 
a new database. The database was 
introduced as a means of recording 
the involvement of the Chico State 
Community towards the survivors 
of the state’s most deadly wildfire 
to date. While the information is 
still in its earliest stages and only 
allows access to certain credentials, 
the collection will be available to the 
public in the near future.

Sandwich

successfully identifying and arresting

Rocanella of Chico. 

Previous to the armed robbery, 
Rocanella had been arrested and held in 
Butte County Jail for allegedly exhibiting 
a deadly weapon. 

This case is now closed, but the Chico

Police Department encourage the 
community to report any suspicious

Seeing ‘The Beauty of Earth' in climate change exhibit

A new exhibit opened for students and 
the campus community at the Valene L. 
Smith Museum of Anthropology called 
‘Fire and Water: Elements of Change’. 

“We see the museum as a laboratory 
for students where they can learn to 
be professionals,” museum curator 
Adrienne Scott said. 

Scott explained what the museum is 
and how it benefits students and staff. 

“Students learn howto care for objects, 
research for exhibitions, write labels as 
well as lead school tours,” Scott said. 

“This idea of fire and water looks at 
how humans from the beginning of time 
have interacted with these elements,” 
Scott said. “Suddenly, we realize the 
management of these elements is 
creating these dangerous conditions. We 
also focus on the Paradise fire as well.” 

The museum is created by students 
in Anthropology 467: Exhibit Research, 
Design, and Installation. Those enrolled 
in the course focus on the creation of a 


museum exhibit for the annual spring 
Museum of Anthropology student- 
created exhibition. 

“From start to finish, this is a student’s 
entire creation,” student assistant 
at the museum Sara Carmody said. 
“This is a narrative discussion about 
the anthropogenic changes that are 
happening in the world today. As 


visitors come through this exhibit, they 
are going to learn about the different 
aspects of water and its importance to 
our daily routines.” 

Carmody further explained how 
visitors would get to experience how fire 
is not only a force of destruction, but a 
force of creation as well. 

“There are so many origin stories 


with different cultural groups. 
Considering that Chico State is actually 
on Mechoopda land, students will learn 
about the ancient roots such as water 
management,” Carmody said. 

The exhibit contained many 
interactive portions from testing 
audience knowledge of the top six 
causes of fires to students writing 
about how to make differences in the 
world and then sticking them on a 
large image of Earth. The exhibit also 
contained many environmental facts 
regarding water bottles and the process 
of how they became a catalyst for major 
environmental changes. 

“We hope that the people of the 
community, as well as our students, that 
explore this exhibit are impacted. This 
topic of fire and water is an important 
topic among a 11 of the people living on 
Earth and this is a platform to explore 
that,” Scott said.

Man barricaded in 7-Eleven on Walnut St

A 52-year-old man barricaded 
himself in the 7-Eleven bathroom 
located on 308 Walnut St. for seven 
hours last Wednesday. 

At approximately 1:34 a.m., Chico 
Police received a call regarding a 
suspicious subject, now identified 
as Chico resident Dennis Bryant, 
barricading himself with an edged 
weapon in the store’s bathroom. Prior 
to the call, employees asked him to 
leave the store but he refused.

According to the press release from 
the Chico Police Department, Bryant 
was a subject who was causing issues 
throughout the night for Chico Police 
and Butte County Sheriff. 

While being locked in the bathroom, 
Bryant partially flooded the business, 
destroyed the bathroom and attempted 
to set it on fire.

Police officers closed the business 
and the perimeter from Oak Street to 
Walnut Street in order to prevent his 
escape. Hostage negotiators from the 
Chico Police Department and a Butte 
County Behavioral Health counselor 
were called to assist in the detainment 
of Bryant who was refusing to have a 
dialogue with police officers. 

“Chico Police attempted multiple 
deescalation tactics with Bryant, but he 
refused to cooperate,” the Chico Police 
Department wrote in the press release. 
“After several attempts to peacefully 
resolve the situation with Bryant failed 
due to his own decision, it was decided 
to remove Bryant from the bathroom.” 

Police personnel forced open the 


bathroom door and police K-9, Aron, 
helped in the arrest of Bryant. Bryant 
received minor injuries while resisting 
his arrest from the police K-9 and was 
treated at a local hospital. 

After Bryant was treated for his 
injuries, he was transferred to Butte 
County Jail where he is accused of 
the following charges: Obstruction, 
Trespassing, Vandalism, Burglary, 
Arson, Exhibiting a Deadly Weapon, 
Assault on Police K-9 and Unlawful Use 
of 911.

The Chico State Republicans booth 
invited passersby to write messages on 
a “free speech wall” on Thursday. The 
wall was accompanied by a sign that 
read “we built a wall” in reference to the 
wall President Trump has suggested 
building along the border between the 
U.S. and Mexico.

Michael Curry, president of the 
Chico State Republicans and member 
of the Chico State Students for Trump, 
describes the situation in his own 
words. 


“Some people have written their 
Venmo’s on here, which is really funny,” 
Curry said. “Some people put their 
social media handles. Some people 
just leave a positive message for other 
students.” 

The goal of the wall is to promote free 
speech on campus, according to Curry. 

“A lot of people make political 
messages; a lot of people are very 
profane in how they do it, and that’s all 
allowed by freedom of speech,” Curry 
said. “We want to make sure that that 
idea is shared with all students on 
campus. Freedom of speech allows you 
to have your opinion, to say what you 
truly believe in.” 

The free speech wall is a response to 
the hostility and animosity the Chico 
State Republicans have experienced on 
campus in recent months. 

“We were surrounded by around four 
hundred students at once at one point 
and they were trying to shut us down, 
trying to get us off campus, telling us 
that our ideas are not welcome here,” 
Curry said. “A lot of the ideas that we 


have are actually very bi-partisan - 
shared by a majority of people - and 
a lot of people just don’t like hearing 
that.” 

One student who had a reaction to the 
free speech wall was Marilyn Sandoval. 
A daughter of Mexican immigrants, 
Sandoval saw the wall as a display of 
hatred. She wrote on the wall: 

“It took my parents 20 years to get 
here legally. Some people do not have 
that option.” 

Sandoval also added her activist 
Instagram profile, as did many 
immigration activists upset by the wall. 

“1 live right next to the border; there’s 
already a fence,” Sandoval said in 
response to an immigration comment 
on the free speech wall. “There’s always 
been a fence - my whole life. Sixty-two 
percent of undocumented workers 
have overstayed visas.” 

She said that sharing this 
information with the club members at 
the Republican booth did not change 
their opinions about the need for a 
border wall.

“Freedom of speech protects 
everybody. It protects people you love, 
it protects people you hate,” Curry 
said in response to students who were 
uncomfortable with comments on the 
wall. “If you have a political message, 
you are virtually always allowed to 
say it. A message promoting one of 
the major political parties of the 
United States is supported by the First 
Amendment.”

Butte Hall is Going Under Renovations by 2021

On Jan. 30, Chico State students 
had the opportunity to meet the 
design team and provide feedback on 
the different draft alternatives and 
scenarios illustrating how Butte Hall 
could look in the future. 

The Butte Hall Renovation Forum 
took place outside Colusa Hall. 
Students had the chance to observe and 
critique which designs could possibly 
be built for the new Butte Hall. 

Renovations for Butte Hall are set to 
start in the summer of 2021. However, 
with the different architectural designs 
that could possibly be constructed 
in Butte Hall, students had the 
opportunity to voice their opinion to 
the design team. 

‘’We care about students’ and 
faculties’ opinion on the different 
designs that were built for the 
renovation,” associate designer for AC 


Martin, Oleg Mikhailik said. 

Architectural firm AC Martin and 
Turner Construction Company will 
be the team working on Butte Hall’s 
renovations. 

Butte Hall is composed of various 
facilities. However, business 
development manager Drake Costa 
said, “There could be more potential 
departments that will move to Butte 
Hall after renovation.” 

A few of the architectural designs 
consisted of mixed furniture outdoor 
areas, outdoor classrooms, lounge 
spaces, a kitchen and break room and 
nursing rooms. 

During the renovation forum, 
students were able to select their 
favorite architectural designs by voting 
with color dots and placing them on 
the design. Green dots were utilized 
by faculty working in Butte Hall while 
blue and orange dots represented 
student votes. 

Students had the opportunity to mark 
down which designs were their favorite 


and ask the design team questions. 

“The architectural team has very 
strong ideas and plans ... there has 
not been anything like this while 
I’ve attended here ... 1 believe Butte 
Hall needs an upgrade and needs to 
feel more interactive for Chico State 
students,” junior interior architecture 
student Leslie Roman said. 

Turner’s and AC Martin’s goals for 
the renovated Butte Hall are a place 
where students can learn, collaborate, 
create, and study. 

“This is one way for designers to figure 
out what they are going to do ... 1 am 
glad they are doing this and getting the 
students involved by letting them give 
their opinion on the different designs,” 
interior architecture Professor Rouben 
Mohiuddin said. 

Butte Hall renovations are set to 
begin during the summer of 2021.

Assemblyman James Gallagher and co¬ 
author Jim Nielsen proposed two new bills 
in support of rebuilding areas damaged by 
the Camp Fire and to help prevent blazes in 
the future. 

According to Gallagher, the main goal 
of both bills is to utilize existing funds to 
upgrade infrastructure and reduce forest 
fuel projects. The process would include 
suspending renewable mandates and 
reinvesting savings which would lower 
chances of both power shut-offs and 
wildfires. 

The first law in question is Assembly Bill 
1941, which would change the renewable 
resources obtained by the Public Utilities 
Commissions from only hydroelectric 
generation facilities with 30 megawatts or 
less to all hydroelectric facilities, according 
to the California Legislative website. 

If passed, the bill would take effect on 
Jan. 1,2021. 

Planned power outages took place 
throughout the later months of 2019 in 
order to prevent the sparks of more fires in 
Butte County. 

This bill would enforce companies to 
improve their infrastructure using the 
money saved annually determined by the 
PUC. Gallagher plans to team with Pacific 
Gas & Electric Corp. to proceed with this 
plan as the main redistributing company 
of the funds. 

According to Gallagher, the bill can be 
passed to support the electrical grid and 
reduce 

carbon emissions. Gallagher claims the 
bill can proceed “without raising rates on 
customers.” 

The second bill. Assembly Bill 1942, 
would permit $330,000,000 from the 
Greenhouse Gas 

Reduction Fund for the 2020-2021 fiscal 
year which would help reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions caused by forest fires. 

Without the bill, the 2019-20 Budget 
Act would only allow the Department of 
Forestry and Fire 

Protection to use $165,000,000. This 
would be distributed annually through the 
2023-2024 fiscal year. 

These bills are being proposed along 
with 22 others passed by Governor Gavin 
Newsom last year. The bills are meant to 
help recovery efforts following the fire in 
Paradise in 2018.

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Cathy Lu showcases her new 
exhibit "Foreign Bodies” 

Bay Area artist Cathy Lu spoke to Chico State 
students on Thursday about her new “Foreign 


Bodies” exhibition at the 
Art Gallery.

Lu gave a lecture about the exhibit 
and what it means to her culturally. 

She explained how the exhibition 
explores her cultural identity, as 
someone of Chinese descent and as 
someone who grew up in a community 
of immigrants. 

Lu explained what growing up in 
Miami was like for her. 

“It was a really intercultural 
environment,” Lu said. “1 think it was 
these intercultural experiences that 
really made me question this idea 
of culture, what’s American culture, 
what’s authentic culture.” 

Much of her exhibit focuses on 
the relationship between food and 
culture. She spoke of how her parents 
would grow their own produce in their 
backyard and the relation between 
food and Chinese culture in the US. 

Lu showed a few pictures of one of 
her pieces; still life fruits made out 
of ceramics that were made to look 
decomposed and slightly resemble 
bodily sores. 

“1 was really inspired by the idea 
of (utopian) garden myths...like the 
Garden of Eden... and just thinking 
about the fabrication of those myths,” 
Lu said. “For the Jacki Headley gallery 
1 wanted to speak to that construction, 
(and the) fabrication of this garden.” 

Lu also said that many of her

sculptures containing fruits are meant 
to represent the idea of living in an 
intercultural world and what that 
means in our society. 

“1 just love all of these little things 
mixing what we think is common 
place and normal with what we 
consider possibly exotic,” Lu said, “but 
then also realizing that all these fruits 
at one point were pretty much exotic, 
and how we value those differences.” 

Another part of her exhibit focused 
on the juxtaposition between 
pricelessness and disposability and 
how that can be a metaphor for the way 
other cultures are treated in America. 

“The way we value things is so 
interesting,” Lu said. “1 think the 
way we (treat), especially immigrant 
groups in the United States, (for 
example), people love Chinese food, but 
they might not love the immigrants 
that made it possible here, so it feels 
very arbitrary.” 

Students and faculty are welcome 
to visit Cathy Lu’s exhibit: “Foreign 
Bodies” which is currently on display 
at the Jacki Headley Art Gallery 
located in the Arts and Humanities 
building until Saturday, March 14.

The TUTninO*'.Horrifying, but not in the way a horror movie should be

The film is set in 1994. It centers on a 
young teacher, Kate (Mackenzie Davis), who 
takes a job as a caretaker for two orphaned 
children. Flora (Brooklyn Prince) and Miles 
(Finn Wolfhard). 

Instead of brilliantly crafted practical 
effects or visuals. Director Floria Sigismoni 
takes a different—perhaps even scarier— 
route to tackle the horror genre. 

As far as the acting could go for a script 
that is dry and mediocre at best. Prince 
delivers the most acceptable performance. 
Although it isn’t as memorable as her 
performance in “The Florida Project,” 
she does what feels like is the best for the 
lack of structure in the movie. The other 
performances feel ordinary, but they aren’t 
enough to combat the number of directions 
the film attempts to go in. 

As the haunted house sub-genre usually 
goes, there are a range of cliches that usually 
follow suit, and “The Turning” doesn’t miss 
a single opportunity to use them. 

From the moment Kate moves into the 
house, she’s greeted with thunderstorms, 
creepy children, and of course, lots of 
creepy dolls. The film doesn’t hesitate to use 
every one of these cliches, but it’s not these 
alone that account for it’s Rotten Tomatoes 
audience score of 13%. 

1 think that even with all of the overdone 
horror stunts, and dull performances, the 
main problem with this film lies with the 
lack of direction in it as a whole. The film 
tries to take itself in so many different paths 


and in the end picks none of them. 

From the little background knowledge we 
learn about Kate, we see that her mother is 
severely mentaly ill and is hospitalized and 
that’s about all we get until the ending of the 
movie. 

I’ve never seen a horror movie where an 
audience in a theater was left genuinely 
confused, but “The Turning’” was able to 
manage it. Instead of following any plot that 
was created, the ending scene abandons 
everything and chooses a sequence of Kate 
being back with her mother at the hospital, 
looking into her eyes and screaming, as if to 
say “Yep, this whole thing never happened! ” 

1 was absolutely terrified at the lack of 
consistency and the abrupt nature in which 
the film ends. It was an awful way to make 
the 94 minutes of the movie absolutely 
meaningless. 

‘The Turning’ turned what could have 
been an average scary movie into an entire 
disaster. 1 will say that maybe a fun drinking 
game could ensue where you drink after 
every cliche or every confusing aspect.

Circles is an introspective album 
that features smooth bass lines and 
heartfelt verses that show Mac Miller’s 
frustration transformed and turned 
into verses. 

The album starts with the title track, 
“Circles”. Miller raps about how he 
can’t be changed and how he ends up 
going in circles. This theme of change 
and opportunity is seen throughout. 

Other examples of change come from 
songs like “Complicated”. Miller raps: 

“Some people want to live forever. 

That’s way too long. I’ll just get 
through today.” 

These are powerful lyrics that give 
insight to the mindset Miller was in 
when writing and creating the album. 

Miller was producing “Circles” in 
2018 as a companion piece to his 
2018 album, “Swimming,” before his 
untimely death in late 2018. The album 
was finished by producer, Jon Brion, 
who had been working with Miller 
since “Swimming”. 

“Circles” isn’t perfect. At some 
points in the album, the background 
music is loud and drowns out Miller’s 
vocals, which is the reason we’re all 
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listening. An example of this would 
be “Blue World”. Some other criticisms 
would be how hard it is to understand 
Miller at times, as some verses are 
incomprehensible. 

Some songs 1 liked would include, 
“Complicated,” for the jazzy upbeat 
bassline throughout the track with 
heartfelt lyrics. Other songs 1 liked 
were “Hand Me Downs,” for the soft 
beat and upbeat vocals it brings. 

This album is not for turning your 
function into a party but more for 
the midnight drive with your close 
friends. The whole album will have 
you thinking about your own personal 
struggles and optimisms for the future. 

“Circles” shows a very raw side of 
Miller. While it’s an emotional end 
of his discography, it’s missing some 
experimental aspects that make 
Millers music exciting and unique. 1 
would recommend this album to not 
just hip hop lovers, but those who want 
to listen to an album about a man’s 
struggle with himself.

Through its original musical score, 
zany characters and breathtaking 
visuals, “Blizzard” took audience 
members on a poetic journey that was 
as enticing as it was heart-pounding.

While the show certainly lived up 
to this description, it’s contemporary 
style proved to reveal much more about 
the human experience and spoke to the 
inner child that lives within us all. 

Walking a thin line between haunting 
and beautiful, the opening number 


made it clear from the beginning 
that the audience was in for a serious 
emotional rollercoaster. 

The theater turned pitch black as a 
news reporter’s voice rang out over a 
heavy interference of static, warning 
of an impending snowstorm. The 
silhouettes of the performers lined 
the stage as a mysterious blue light 
rose from the background and slowly, 
as if fighting strong winds, climbed a 
trapeze pole made to look embedded 
in ice. 

After reaching the top of the 
structure, the lights picked up and 
the audience was met with a flurry of 
movement as the performers moved 
into a series of intricate flips, jumps 
and complex aerial displays. Gasps 
from the audience were audible as 
members seemed to effortlessly toss 
one another into the air, indicating just 
how much control and trust is required 
by individuals in this line of work. 

“We’re all friends, we all know each 
other, it’s a really small business,” 


flyer and hula-hooper William Jutras 
said. “We learn to trust (our fellow 
performers) over time.” 

The set of the show was extremely 
simplistic but also incredibly creative 
in its ability to showcase ] how much 
a single, giant cube can be used for. 
The large prop, one of the only ones 
present onstage, acted as a tall building 
for flyers to leap from, a mirror during 
an intimate partner dance, a balancing 
beam and a trampoline trick landing 
pad. 

Comedic breaks were used as 
performers transitioned sets, mainly 
focusing on the short tales of “little 
guy” (Jutras), an adorable character 
whose endearing clumsiness quickly 
made him an audience fan favorite. His 
popularity soared more when he was 
first to break the stormy weather and 
perform a “summer song,” in which he 
broke out in full beach gear and put on a 
dazzling display of hula-hoop artistry. 

The music was instrumental to 
the show’s success, with a live piano 


player not only present onstage but 
integrated into the fabric of the show 
itself. Performers interacted with 
the musician frequently, at one point 
covering his eyes with their hands 
as he continued to carry on a somber 
melody. 

One of the most impressive feats of 
the show was its climatic ending, which 
involved the performers hoisting up 
the cube prop to rest on a single corner. 
The structure began to spin as the 
entire troupe piled inside, creating a 
perfectly balanced human pyramid as 
snow began to rain from the ceiling. 

Earning a standing ovation from 
an intrigued crowd, the show truly 
encompassed its motto that winter is 
indeed not just a season, but a way of 
life.

On Sunday, The Chico Theatre Company 
hosted the first performance of Meredith 
Wilson’s classic musical “The Music Man”, 
directed by Rick Anderson. 

A classic tale, the 1962 musical tells the 
story of a traveling salesman and con 
man by the name of Harold Hill (Michael 
Walker), who poses as a music teacher. 
Ironically, Walker is the band director 
of the local Las Plumas High School 
and Oroville High School bands and the 
Oroville Community Concert Band. 

The play is a lighthearted, romantic 
comedy that is suitable for all ages. The 
majority of the cast were young children, 
carefree as they sang and danced along to 
the music. 

The story follows Hill who finds his way 
to the fictional town of River City, Iowa 
in 1912, where he promises the citizens 
that he will form a marching band.

His plan 
falls through when he realizes that he has 
fallen in love with one of the townspeople.

She is a charismatic librarian and piano 
instructor who catches the attention of 
Hill and, eventually, his heart. Marian, 
who knew of Hill’s dishonesty, keeps the 


secret to herself for the sake of her younger 
brother, Winthrop (Titus Rhodes). A shy 
and quiet child, he becomes infatuated 
with Hill’s promise of a band. 

At its core, “The Music Man” is a 
story about redemption. We see the 
transformation of Hill, from a wicked 
con artist to a lovesick man, willing to 
put someone else first for perhaps the 
first time in his life. Marian manages to 
turn Hill from the play’s antagonist to a 
respected character by curtain call. 

We also witness the transformation of 
River City, as Hill injects joy in the form 
of music into the once dull and lifeless 
town. From the cynical city officials who 
turned to a barbershop quartet, to the 
aloof librarian who falls in love with him, 
his character gives hope to small-town 
America. 

Proceeds from “The Music Man” go 
toward the LPO band’s upcoming trip to 
perform at Carnegie Hall in New York City.

Local legend Jonathan Stoyanoff and 
his jazz trio performed two live shows 
at Tender Loving Coffee, Saturday 
night. 

It was apparent that most of the 
crowd were cafe regulars as many 
didn’t need to look at a menu before 
ordering their meals. The small space 
created an intimate setting for both the 
band and the guests as trio members 
casually sipped beers with guests 
before the show began. 

As Stoyanoff gave a quick 
introduction of the band, he spoke 
briefly about some of the other groups 
he and his bandmates were a part of. 
Based on his many musical exploits 
and impressive performance track 
record, it was surprising to find out 
that he did not always see himself as a 
musician. 

“Music was actually my fifth major in 
college,” Stoyanoff said. “ It was more 
like, somebody gave me a bass and I 
was like, ‘well this is cool. I’ll practice 
for a couple of years and if it goes well 
I’ll make it a hobby,’ but within less 
than two years I was in musical school, 
I had scholarships to go play. My life 
just kind of flipped on its ear.” 

The energy shifted once the trio took 
to the stage, going from bustling and 


lively to more attentive and focused 
as Stoyanoff began playing a soft but 
spunky tune on his bass guitar. As the 
other members joined in, it became 
undeniably evident that these men 
were truly passionate about their craft. 

“I’m blessed to be able to play music,” 
drummer Michael Curtis Jr. said. 
“Music never lies to you, it doesn’t ever 
screw you over, it just gives back to you 
what you put into it.” 

It did not take long for the applause 
to begin as the band played cover after 
cover of works by famous jazz artists, 
such as Miles Davis and Jaco Pastori. 

Transitions between songs were 
usually carried out by Stoyanoff, 
who seemed to sink into a trance-like 
state as he closed his eyes tightly and 
mouthed unspoken lyrics while his 
hands seemed to take on a mind of 
their own. 

A soulful crowd looked on, taking 
in the captivating ability of the 
artists to make complex and intricate 
chords look almost easy to play. Their 
interactions with one another were 
lighthearted and enjoyable to watch, 
often smiling pridefully during one 
another’s solo. 

“I met Jonathan (Stoyanoff) maybe 
like four or five years ago when he had 
a group called The Bumptet, it was like 
a fusion rock-jazz group,” guitarist 
Arlyn Anderson said. “We started 


playing together in The Bumptet, 
Jonathan introduced me to Michael 
Curtis, the drummer, maybe within 
a year or so after that and we’ve done 
just a little bit of jazz trio stuff like this 
a couple of times a year.” 

As the show drew to a close, the trio 
performed an original song of their 
own creation, jokingly mentioning 
how it was only their second attempt 
at playing it. The song mirrored the 
jazz tones of the night but added a 
reggaeton like sound. 

During the last few songs of the 
night, a few audience members even 
began to dance where they stood and 
clapped along to the beat. 


The show was a perfect example 
of Tender Lovings’ ability to bring 
community members together, 
through music, food, and delicious 
lavender lattes. 

Tender Loving Coffee hosts live 
shows multiple times a week, with 
free entry for their Sunday brunch and 
Thursday dinner series.

John Altobelli was the former, 
beloved coach of three current Chico 
State baseball players. Prior to coming 
to Chico State to play baseball, the 
three athletes played for Altobelli at 
Orange Coast College. JT Navarro, 
Skylar Limonchi and Vince Inman 
played for the OCC Pirates, who are 
now mourning the loss of legendary 
head coach John Altobelli. 

Coach Altobelli, known as Alto, was 
one of the nine victims that died in a 
helicopter crash on Sunday, Jan. 26. 
The victims included his wife, Keri 
Altobelli, their teenage daughter, 
Alyssa Altobelli, Kobe Bryant and his 
daughter, Gianna Bryant, mother and 
daughter Sarah and Payton Chester, 
Mamba Academy basketball coach 
Christina Mauser and pilot Ara 
Zobayan. Altobelli was 58 years old. 

Navarro, a senior from Fountain 
Valley who played baseball at OCC, 
vividly remembers his first encounter 
with head coach Altobelli in his office. 
Alongside one of Navarro’s high school 
coaches, he was met with several 
championship rings on display and a 
very intimidating coach staring back at 
him. 

“1 saw all the pictures and teams he 
coached,” Navarro said. “Then 1 met 
him and realized this is where 1 want 
to be. This is a guy 1 want to be around, 
just by his energy and how much he 
loved the game.” 

Navarro still remembers the long, 
deep and funny conversations he had 
with Coach Altobelli after Navarro left 
and enrolled here at Chico State. 


Navarro recalled text messages he 
received from his coach with a smile 
including,“‘Hey JT, 1 got a new field’,” 
and ‘“Hey JT, 1 got five new uniforms 
this year’.” 

Limonchi, a junior from Yorba Linda, 
also had a similar first encounter 
with Coach Altobelli. Limonchi was 
recruited to OCC by one of the assistant 
coaches and was told to show up after 
practice to meet head coach Altobelli. 
Limonchi arrived and was greeted by 
Altobelli. 

“He showed me the office, the rings, 
trophies and everything he built and 
put into place,” Limonchi said. “He had 
a true passion for (baseball).” 

During Limonchi’s last season at 
OCC, he was part of a memorable 
team that won the 2019 California 
Community College Baseball Coaches 
Association (CCCBCA). The Pirates 
would go 39-9-1 in that season, which 
included a lo-i postseason record. 

On May 27, 2019, the Pirates took on 
the El Camino College Warriors for 
their eighth postseason game. They 
would lose this game 8-2 — their only 
postseason loss. One day later, the 
team would find revenge against the 
Warriors, winning the CCCBCA. They 
played a double-header with the game 
scores finalized at 7-5 and 8-7. 

“After we lost that game, we could 
have hung our heads,” Limonchi said. 
“Coach rallied around us and told us it 
was never going to be easy. The bond we 
built as a team was like a brotherhood. 
He believed we could get it done.” 

Limonchi remembered that 
whenever they started a new week, 
their coach would sit them down on the 
first baseline. 

“He told us that (each day) was the 


most important day of the year,” 
Limonchi said. “He said, ‘You can’t 
change anything about yesterday. You 
can’t worry about tomorrow. You can 
work on today’.” 

Inman was at a different junior 
college in the conference before he 
enrolled at OCC. He wanted to play for 
Coach Altobelli. 

“1 hit up coach and 1 was grateful 
enough to get an opportunity to play,” 
Inman said. “On day one of practice, 
the difference was night and day. 1 had 
a lot of good conversations after that. It 
really changed my baseball career.” 

After winning the championship, 
Inman remembered a very special 
moment between him. Coach Altobelli 
and the assistant coaches. 

All of the players were hugging and 
Inman approached Coach Altobelli. 

“1 remember going up to coach and 
saying, ‘Thanks for not cutting me’,” 
Inman said with a laugh. “Altobelli 
responded with, ‘1 am glad we didn’t, 
Vinny’. It’s something that 1 will never 
forget.” 

Not to mention. Coach Altobelli and 
Kobe were exceptionally close friends. 
Both shared a deep passion for winning 
and excelling in one’s career and life. 
Additionally, Kobe’s daughter Gianna 
and Alto’s daughter Alyssa played on 
the same basketball team. 

Before Kobe left for the Final Four, 
Altobelli asked him to pay a visit to the 
OCC baseball team. 

“Coach Alto liked to make these 
meetings interesting with us,” 
Limonchi said. “Coach had us sit down 
the third base aisle. He told us that 
there were going to be rules and we 
are not going to mess around. Then, 
coach looked down across the field 


and waved him (Kobe Bryant) over. It 
was unbelievable. He gave us a very 
motivational speech. It was something 
that touched every single person.” 

Limonchi recalled Kobe talking with 
the baseball team about being in a 
championship setting. Kobe mentioned 
that everything should be downloaded 
in your mind. Once you get on the field, 
everything should simply be a reaction. 

Kobe is Navarro’s favorite sports 
hero. 

“Most people had Jordan as their 
hero. 1 had Kobe. 1 remember being in 
that area (Los Angeles) and watching 
him win championships and stories 
about him out at practice and how bad 
he wanted to succeed,” Navarro said. 

Inman, a junior from Huntington 
Beach, was driving when he received a 
phone call from his mother about Kobe 
passing away. He immediately thought 
of Coach Alto because of the special 
bond Alto and Kobe shared. 

“1 called Skylar and told him about 
Kobe passing away,” Inman said. “A 
few minutes later, we got a text from JT 
telling us the news about coach. It was 
absolutely devastating.” 

While three Wildcats head into the 
2020 season with heavy hearts, they 
look to carry on Altobelli’s legacy 
and play in his name. Altobelli left an 
impression on his players that one 
cannot simply forget. 

“Nothing would make coach happier 
than winning another championship,” 
Inman said.

The Chico State baseball team looks to immediately 
bring out their ‘A game after a 2019 season filled with 
highs and lows. 

The Wildcats began last season with a historically 
bad start. 

“Last year was a really different year than most,” 
head coach Dave Taylor said. “We started out 0-6 in 
conference, which has never been done in 25 years 
here. To overcome that and finish third, 1 was proud 
of them for hanging in there during those tough 
times. Hopefully, we can get off to a good start this 
year.” 

Chico State is heading into the year with key veteran 
players. Seniors JT Navarro and Grant Larsen return 
to the diamond after their stellar 2019 seasons. 

The 6 foot 7 inch left handed pitcher, Larsen, racked 
in an All-California Collegiate Athletic Association 
Honorable Mention last season. Larsen also tied 
the team lead with 6 wins, and led the Wildcats in 


strikeouts and innings pitched. The strikeout artist 
spent the offseason polishing the pitches in his 
repertoire to show up his opposing batters. 

“Last year, 1 added a new pitch,” Larsen said. “1 
added that cutter, so I’m just fine-tuning that.” 

On the offensive side of the field, Chico State 
welcomes back shortstop JT Navarro. Navarro is 
coming off a 2019 campaign where he hit .335, tallied 
an on-base percentage of .400 and went on a 14- 
game hitting streak.

Navarro, along with teammates Skylar Limonchi 
and Vince Inman, are mourning the death of their 
former baseball coach at Orange Coast College, John 
Altobelli. Coach Altobelli, commonly referred to as 
Coach Alto, was among the nine passengers who died 
alongside Kobe Bryant in the tragic helicopter crash 
in Calabasas. 

“Right now, 1 haven’t really fully processed what’s 
happened, but I’ll be wearing number 14 this year so 
1 know he’ll be looking after me,” Navarro said. “That 



was Alto’s number.” 

The team hopes to turn the distress and sorrow 
felt into drive and passion during games. Despite 
the unfortunate circumstances, the team is ready to 
make the 2020 season one to remember. 

Chico State heads down to Southern California to 
open their season with a three-game series against 
Azusa Pacific on Friday, Jan. 31. The Wildcats will then 
host their 2020 home opener at Nettleton Stadium 
against Fresno Pacific on Friday, Feb. 7.

It’s probably happened to you. You’re 
in class and something doesn’t feel 
right between your legs so you head to 
the nearest restroom hoping it’s not 
happening right now, not today. 

But lo and behold, the period has 
arrived. 

You shuffle discretely to the bathroom 
only to realize you have forgotten 
your tampons. In a last ditch effort 
for indiscretion you go to the tampon 
dispenser only to realize it is broken 
and completely empty. Now you get to 
play the fun game of asking friends and 
sometimes strangers for tampons. 

“I’ve never found a tampon or pad for 
free or for cost in any of the bathrooms 
I’ve used on campus,” Chico State junior 
Angelea Heartsong said. “I checked 
several on campus bathrooms and all 
had old, broken empty dispensers or no 
dispenser at all.” 

After talking with several students on 
campus the majority came to the same 
conclusion — a lack of accessibility. But 
access to feminine hygiene products is 
not the only issue affecting Chico State 
students, cost plays its own and equally 
devastating role in creating period 
poverty. 

On an individual level, the cost of 
periods doesn’t seem like much but 
when totaled over a lifetime it can be 
monumental. Jessica Kane, a writer for 
The Hufflngton Post, wrote an article 
titled “Here’s How Much a Woman’s 
Period Will Cost Her Over a Lifetime,” 
where she averages how much women 


spend on the natural biological process 
called menstruation. Costs totaled over 
$18,171. 

“On average, a woman has her period 
from three to seven days and the average 
woman menstruates from age 13 until 
age 51,” Kane said. “That means the 
average woman endures some 456 total 
periods over 38 years, or roughly 2,280 
days with her period — 6.25 years of 
her life. The cost covers multiple areas 
such as products used, replacement 
garments like underwear and birth 
control.” 

This becomes concerning when 
you realize that women earn less 
economically and pay more for a variety 
of products, especially those pertaining 
to their sex. Less is in your wallet and 
more is taken from it. 

College students deal with financial 
struggles daily. Tuition, books, food and 
other expenses all play a role in money 
security. 

“Hygiene products should be more 
inexpensive because at the end of the 
day it’s something we need and it’s 
definitely not a luxury,” Chico State 
senior Melissa Tirado said. “I’m happy 
that the school does offer hygiene 
products for those who can not afford 
it and it’s great that they are able to use 
the Wildcat Pantry as a resource.” 

The Hungry Wildcat Food Pantry 
is a fantastic resource on our college 
campus, but it relies on feminine 
hygiene products being donated 
repeatedly. 

I want to increase accessibility for 
our Chico State students and I think it 
can become possible if we, a collective 
of students and faculty, work with 


organizations that promote period 
security. 

Aunt Flow and PERIOD.org are two 
organizations that work with schools 
and businesses to make pads and 
tampons more accessible. 

They work to end period poverty by 
creating action plans. They provide 
services such as fundraisers and 
resource centers. Create access to 
education pertaining to periods and 
products and push for advocacy to make 
period inequity a mainstream issue that 


is prioritized. 

If we create a Chico State chapter with 
either organization they will work with 
the school to finalize the details and 
budget then implementing the access of 
tampons and pads in our bathrooms. 

We need better accessibility on 
campus because a lack of these items 
impacts both academics and student, 
life. It is the social justice we deserve.
